SUMMARY. MISSION OFFICER OBTAINED COPY OF AIR FORCE SECTION 
OF FIRST DRAFT OF INTERNATIONAL STAFF PREPARED COUNTRY CHAPTER 
AND QUESTIONS DESIGNED FOR US IN TRILATERAL REVIEW OF US 
FORCE PLANS AS PRESENTED IN DPQ 74. TEXT FOLLOWS. END 
SUMMARY. 

BEGIN TEXT: 

COMMITMENT FOR 1974 

THE UNITED STATES AIR FORCE MEETS THE 1974 COMMITMENT EXCEPT FOR 
THE PROVISION OF ADDITIONAL 18 STRIKE/ATTACK AIRCRAFT, THE INCREASE 
IN THE UNIT ESTABLISHMENT OF THREE SQUADRONS FROM 18 TO 24 AIRCRAFT 
PER SQUADRON. THIS COMMITMENT IS NOW PLANNED TO BE MET IN 1976. 

FORCE PLANS FOR THE PERIOD 1975-1980 AND RESPONSE TO FORCE GOALS 
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THE FORCES PLANNED FOR THE PERIOD UNDER REVIEW DO NOT DIFFER TO ANY 

APPRECIABLE EXTENT TO THOSE SUBMITTED IN THE REPLY TO DPQ(73) AND ARE 
IN GENERAL AGREEMENT WITH THE NATO FORCE GOALS. 
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THERE WILL BE NO CHANGE (QUESTION) IN THE DEPLOYMENT OF THE IN PLA 
CE 

M-DAY FORCES; 4 FIGHTER BOMBER STRIKE/ATTACK SQUADRONS, 3 RECON 
NAISSANCE SQUADRONS (QUESTION) AND ONE ELECTRONIC WARFARE SQUADRON 
WILL BE DUAL BASED IN THE UNITED STATES; ONE AIR DEFENCE SQUADRON 
WILL BE BASED IN ICELAND AND 3 FIGHTER BOMBER STRIKE/ATTACK 
AIRCRAFT BASED IN AN NON-NATO 

COUNTRY WILL REDEPLOY TO THE SOUTHER REGION IN CASE OF EMERGENCY. THE 
FORCES EARMARKED FOR NATO AT M PLUS 3 REMAIN AT ELEVEN, COMBAT 
AIRCRAFT. 

THE UNITED STATES HAVE NOW CHANGED THE COMMITMENT STATUS OF SEVERA 
L 

MAJOR AIR FORCE COMBAT UNITS UNDER NATIONAL COMMAND. IN RESPONSE TO 
SACEUR'S REQUEST, THERE ARE NOW SEVEN TACTICAL FIGHTER SQUADRONS AND 
ONE RECONNAISSANCE SQUADRON EARMARKED FOR SACEUR'S STARATEGIC RESERVE 
WITH AN MC 55/2 STATUS OF A-3 I.E. AVAILABLE AT M PLUS 5 TO M PLUS 15 

THIS COMMITMENT WILL COMMENCE IN 1975 AND PROVIDES FOR 162 TACTICAL 
COMBAT AIRCRAFT AND 18 RECONNAISSANCE AIRCRAFT. HOWEVER, THE 
UNITED STATES AUTHORITIES POINT 

OUT THAT THE SOLUTION OF BASING AND SUPPORT ARRANGEMENTS FOR 

THESE NEWLY COMMITTED SQUADRONS NOW REMAINS THE KEY DETERMINANT IF TH 

IS 

ACKNOWLEDGED MILITARY REQUIREMENT IS TO MATERIALIZE. 

IN ADDITION TO THE FORCES ASSIGNED AND EARMARKED FOR 
NATO, THE UNITED STATES MAINTAINS A NUMBER OF SQUADRONS UNDER 
NATIONAL COMMAND; IN CASE OF HOSTILITIES THESE SQUADRONS COULD BE 
IN PLACE IN EUROPE BETWEEN M PLUS 10 AND M PLSU 30. AT END - 1974 
THESE FORCES COMPRISE 37 COMBAT SQUADRONS TOTALLING 804 AIRCRAFT AND 
BY END-1979 THERE WILL BE 29 COMBAT SQUADRONS TOTALLING 598 
AIRCRAFT. 

THE M-DAY FORCES ALSO COMPRISE 5 TRANSPORT SQUADRONS 
OF WHICH THREE ARE DUAL BASED AND CAN BE IN PLACE IN 48 HOURS. 
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THREE TACTICAL AIRLIFT SQUADRONS ARE EARMARKED AS PART OF THOSE 
FORCES THAT ARE CAPABLE OF BEING IN PLACE BY M PLUS 3. AT THE END OF 
1974 THERE ARE 14 TRANSPORT SQUADRONS UNDER NATIONAL COMMAND AND 
BY END 1979 THERE WILL BE AN INCREASE TO 16 SQUADRONS. THE STRA- 
TEGIC AIRLIFT FORCE CONSITING OF THE C-5 AND C-14 COMBINED WITH 
THE CIVIL RESERVE AIR FLEET (CRAF) WILL CONTINUE TO PROVIDE A 
MOBILITY CAPABILITY TO REACT TO NATO CONTINGENCIES. IN THIS 
CONNECTION, THE AIR FORCE HAS PROPOSED TO EXPAND C-14 CARGO APY- 
LOAD VOLUME BY SOME 30 PER CENT TOGETHER WITH THE INCORPORATION 
OF AN AIR REFULEING CAPABILITY. ALSO THE MODIFIATION OF EXISTING 
WIDE BODIED PASSENGER AIRCRAFT TO A CONVERTIBLE CARGO-PASSENGER 
CONFIGURATION FOR OPERATION UNDER THE CRAF PROGRAMME IS UNDER REVIEW. 
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THE UNITED STATES AUTHORITIES ENVISAGE TO DECREASE THE 
AVAILABILITY STATUS OF TWO RECONNAISSANCE SQUADRONS EQUIPPED WITH 
RF-4C AIRCRAFT TO A-3 AFTER 1975 (QUESTION ON LOCATION) REDUCTIONS 
IN AVILABILITY OF THESE EARMARKED RECONNAISSANCE FORCES MAY BE 
COMPENSATED BY STATIONING IN EUROPE OR BY INCREASING AVAILABILITY 
THROUGH TEMPORARY DEPLOYMENTS OF UP TO TWO SQUADRONS OF TACTICAL 
FIGHTERS (QUESTION ON ROLE) FROM SACEUR'S STRATEGIC RESERVE. 

THE UNITED STATES AIR FORCE PLANS TO CONTINUE TO 
PARTICIPATE IN BILATERAL OR MULTILATERAL EXERCISES WITH EUROPEAN 
ALLIES. DURING MARCH MAY 1974 THE DUAL BASED TACTICAL FIGHTER 
AND TACTICAL RECONNAISSANCE AIRCRAFT WERE EXERCISED. A COMBINED 
NORWEGIAN- UNITED STATES AIR FORCE EXERCISE CONDUCTED IN IUNE 
PROVIDED VALUABLE EXPERIENCE IN DEPLOYING TO THE NORTHERN FLANK 
AN AUGMENTATION UNIT NORMALLY BASED IN THE UNITED STATES. 

RESPONSE TO MANY OF THE FORCE GOALS HAS BEEN PROVIDED 
IN SUFFICIENT DETAIL TO ALLOW THE ASSESSMENT OF THE SCOPE AND 
TIMING OTHEIR IMP! .F.MF.NTA ATTON. LISTED BELOW ARE SEVERAL GOALS 
FOR WHICH THE INFORMATION PROVIDED DOES NOT INCLUDE SUFFICIENT 
DATE ALTHOUGH SOME OF THESE GOALS WERE AMENDED IN THE LIGHT OF 
DISCUSSION IN THE APRIL 1974 DTC:

IN RESPONSE TO THE FORCE GOALS 1975-1979, THE FORCES 
PLANNED TO BE COMMITED TO NATO ARE BEING EQUIPPED WITH F-15 
AND A- 10 AIRCRAFT IN THE AIR DEFENCE AND OFFENSIVE ROLE 
RESPECTIVELY. FOUR ALL WEATEHER AIR DEFENCE SQUADRONS OF 96 F-15 
AIRCRAFT WILL BE COMMITTED TO SACEUR AS PART OF RAPID REACTION 
FORCE IN LIEU OF THREE SQUADRONS OF 72 AIRCRAFT ANTICIPATED 
IN THE REPLY TO DPQ(73). TWO SQUDRONS WILL BE MADE AVAILABLE 
IN 1976 AND THE BALANCE IN 1978. ALSO FOUR AIR DEFENCE SQUADRONS 
BASED IN EUROPE WILL BE EQUIPPED WITH 72 F-15 AIRCRAFT IN THE 
1978/1979 TIME FRAME. THIS AIRCRAFT ALSO POSSESSES A GROUND 
ATTACK CAPABILITY. 
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FOUR ATTACK SQUADRONS OF 96 A- 10 AIRCRAFT, IN LIEU OF 
3 SQUADRONS OF 72 A-10 AIRCRAFT REPORTED IN THE REPLY TO DPQ(73), 

WILL BE INCLUDED IN THE RAPID REACTION FORCE. THE FIRST SQUADRON 
WILL NOW BE INTRODUCED IN 1977 AND THREE REMAINING SQUADRONS 
IN 1978. THIS CONTRIBUTION WILL BE PARTICULARLY VALUABLE IN 
THE NATI- ARMOUR ROLE. 

ALSO IN RESPONSE TO PRIORITY I FORCE GOALS, SEVEN 
TACTICAL FIGHTER SQUADRONS AND ONE RECONNASISSANCE SQUADRON HAVE 
BEEN EARMARKED FOR SACEUR'S STRATEGIC RESERVE FOR DEPLOYMENT TO 
EUROPE AT M PLUS 15.

AIRCRAFT PROTECTION PROGRAMME 

THE UNITED STATES IS NEARING COMPLETION OF THE AIRFIELD 
PHYSICAL PROTECTION PROGRAMME FOR 100 PER CENT OF ITS IN PLACE/DUAL- 
BASED TACTICAL FIGHTERS BASED ON THE EUROPEAN CONTINENT. REGARDING 
THE RAPID REACTION FORCE, THE UNITED STATES AIR FORCE HAS INITIATED 
A PROGRAMME TO PRE-FINANCE AIRCRAFT SHELTERING AND HARDENED 
SUPPORT FACILITIES FOR 70 PER CENT OF AIRCRAFT EARMARKED FOR WARTIME 
LOCATIONS ON THE CONTINENT. UNITED STATES AIM TO PROVIDE PHYSICAL 
PROTECTION MEASUES FOR 100 PER CENT OF ALL THEIR TACTICAL FIGHTER 
AND RECONNAISSANCE AIRCRAFT SCHEDULED FOR DEPLOYMENT TO EUROPE 
THROUGH M PLUS 30. THIS PROGRAMME WILL INCLUDE APPROXIMATELY 1000 
AIRCRAFT SHELTERS AND HARDENED SUPPORT FACILITIES. 

CONCERNING PHYSICAL PROTECTION FOR 205 TACTICAL FIGHTER 
AIRCRAFT EARMARKED FOR THE UNITED KINGDOM, THE UNITED KINGDOM 
AUTHORITIES HAVE SUPPORTED SHELTERING FOR F-l 1 1 AIRCRAFT AT 
UPPER HEYFORD. PROJECTS TO COMPLETE THE REMAINING UNITED KINGDOM 
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PROGRAMME ARE PENDING AGREEMENTS ON ACTIVE AIR DEFENCE ARRANGE- 
MENTS AND SUBSEQUENT UNITED KINGDOM SPONSORSHIP. 

SECRET 
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CONTINUING EFFORTS ARE BEING MADE BY THE UNTED STATES 
AIR FORCE TO IMPROVE AIRFIELD SURVIVABILITY IN NATO AND THESE 
INCLUDE SUCH ITEMS AS NATURAL CAMOUFLAGE FOR AIRCRAFT SHELTERS, 
METHODS FOR BOMB DAMAGE REPAIR AND EVALUATION OF NEW SHELTER 
CONCEPTS. 

WAR RESERVE STOCKS 

IN GENERAL THE STOCKS OF AIR DELIVERED CONVENTIONAL 
MUNITIONS IS AT 90 DAYS LEVEL. THERE ARE TEMPORARY SHORTAGES 
OF NON-NUCLEAR ORDNANCE BECUASE OF OTHER OPERATIONAL REQUIREMENT 
AND LACK OF STORAGE FACILITIES. 

MODERN AIR DELIVERED MUNITIONS 

INVENTROY OF CONVENTIONAL MUNITIONS IS BEING FURTHER 
MODERNIZED IN RESPONSE TO NATO FORCE GOALS. THESE IMPORVEMENTS 
ENCOMPASS LASER AND ELECTRO-OPTICAL BOMBS, AIR-TO-GROUND RADAR 
SUPPRESSION MISSILES, THE MAVERICK ANTI-TANK MISSILE, CLUSTER 
BOMBS, IMPROVED FUSES AND THE GAU-8 30 MM GUN FOR ENHANCED 
CLOSE AIR SUPPORT AND ANTI-RMOUR CAPABILITY. 

ELECTRONIC WARFARE 

FOURTEEN EB-57 AIRCRAFT ARE DUAL BASED AND HVE THE 
CAPABILITY OF RAPID DEPLOYMENT TO EUROPE; ADDITIONALLY THE 
AIR FORCE CONTINUES THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE EF-1 1 1 AIRCRAFT. 

ELECTRONIC JAMMING PODS WILL CONTINE TO BE PROVIDED FOR FIGHTER 
AND RECONNAISSANCE AIRCRAFT. ADDITIONAL ELECTRONIC WARFARE CAPABILITY 
IN THE FORM OF CORRIDOR AND BLANKET CHAFF SCREENING, HAS BEEN 
PROVIDED BY POSITIONING IN 1974 AT EUROPEAN BASES THIRTY CHAFF 
DISPENSERS; 49 ADDITIONAL ARE PROGRAMMED. 

THE F-4 AIRCRAFT IN THE WILD WEASEL ROLE ARE TO BE FITTED 
WITH ADVANCED SUPPRESSION EQUIPMENT. THE ELECTRONIC COUNTER MEASURE 
CAPABILITY OF THE REMAINDER F-4 AIRCRAFT HAS BEEN IMPROVED BY 
PROVISION WITH AN COMPUTERIZED RADAR WARNING RECEIVEER AND WITH AN 
ALL-BAND JAMMING POD. IT IS PLANNED TO EQUIP THE F-4E AIRCRAFT 
WITH SELF PROTECTION CHAFF DISPENSER. 

IN CONSONANCE WITH THE NATO FORCE GOALS, THE AIR FORCE 
SECRET 
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IS ACCELERATING THE DEVELOPMENT AND INTRODUCTION OF WIDE RANGE 
OF TECHNOLOGICAL IMPROVEMENTS. AMONG THESE ARE AIRBORNE/GROUND 
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BASED ALL WEATHER SYSTEMS TO LOCATE AIR DEFENCE EMITTERS AT LONG 
RANGES AND GUIDE AIR TO GROUND WEAPONS AGINST THEM; GUIDED GLIDE 
BOMBS TIED INTO GROUND BASED BOMBING SYSTEMS FOR AREA STAND-OFF 
CAPABILITY: LONG RANGE DEFENCE SUPPRESSION MISSILES. THESE 
PROGRAMMES WILL RACH OPERATIONAL STATUS AS RAPIDLY AS TECHNOLOGICAL 
DEVELPMENT AND FINANCIAL POSSIBILITIES WILL ALLOW. 

STATUS OFNEGOCIATION S TO COLLOCATE UNITED STATES SQUADRONS 

AND ON PROVISION OF RECEPTION FACILIITIES. 

IT IS REPORTED IN THE REPLY TO DPQ(74) IN RESPONSE TO A 
PRIORITY I NATO FORCE GOAL THAT GENERAL AGREEMENTS ON THE COLLOCATED 
OPERATING BASES (COB) CONCEPT HAVE BEEN COMPLETED WITH SEVERAL 
COUNTRIES (QUESTION). TECHNICAL ARRANGEMENTS FOR SPECIFIC BASES 
ARE REQUIRED IN ORDER THAT SHELTERING AND STOCKING OF REQUIRED 
WAR RESERVE MATERIAL CAN BE COMPLETED. 

IN EARMARKING SEVEN TACTICAL FIGHTER SQUADRONS AND ONE RECONNAISSANCE 
SQUADRON TO THE SACEUR'S TRATETIC RESERVE, THE UNITED STATES AUTHORIT 
ES 

ARE CONCERNED ABOUT ADEQUATE BASING AND SUPPORT ARRANGEMENTS. 

THE SURIVIV ABILITY OF HEAVY LIFT AIRCRAFT I.E. C-5, C-14I AND CRAF 
AIRCRAFT IS AFFECTED BY THE ABILITY TO RAPIDLY OFF-O AD/ON-LOAD CARGO 
AND PERSONNEL, REFUEL AND LEAVE THE AREA. ARRANGEMENTS FOR ADDITIONAL 
RECEPTION BASES AND ASSISTANCE IN REDUCTING GROUND TIME OF STRATEGIC 
AIRLIFT FORCES ARE REQUIRED. THE UNIED STATES HAVE NOW IDENTIFIED 
TWENTY-THREE PRIMARY STAGING BASES FOR STRATEGIC AIRLIFT (QUESTION) 
OPERATIONAL REDINESS 

THE AVERAGE NUMBER OF FLYING HOURS PER AIRCREW ON 
COMBAT AIRCRAFT IS EXPECTED TO VARY FROM 219 TO 277 HOURS. THE 
AIRCREW/AIRCRAFT RATIO IS 1.1:1 EXCEPT IN THE AIR DEFENCE 
SQUADRON BASED IN ICELAND WHERE THE RATIO IS 1.5:1. 

PERSONNEL 

AS COMPARED TO THE PLANNED FIGURE FOR 1974, AT THE END 
SECRET 
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OF THE CURRENT YEAR THE TOTAL STRENGTH OF THE AIR FORCE WILL BE 
645.400 INSTEAD OF 666.400 WITH 288.300 CIVILIAN PERSONNEL 
INSTEAD OF 291.800. THE TOTAL STRENGTH OF PERSONNEL IS PLANNED 
TO DECREASE PROGRESSIVELY AND BY THE END OF THE PERIOD UNDER 
REVIEW THE TOTAL OF MILITARY PERSONNEL IS PLANNED TO REACH 
611.300 AND THAT OF CIVILIAN PERSONNEL 272.500. 

THE TOTAL NUMBER ALLOCATED TO NATO IS PLANNED TO 
INCREASE FROM 118.700 IN 1974 TO 124.100 BY 1979. THE ASSIGNED/ 

EARMARKED UNITS ARE MANNED UP TO AUTHORIZED STRENGTH. 

THE STRENGTH OF THE RESERVISTS OF 296.500 IN 1974 IS 
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PLANNED TO BE REDUCED TO 249.500 BY 1979. THE NUMBER TO BE 
RECALLED DURING FIRST 15 DAYS OF MOBILIZATION IS PLANNED TO 
INCREASE FROM 118.600 IN 1974 TO 123.200 IN 1979. DURING THE 
CURRENT YEAR 148,000 RESERVISTS WILL BE CALLED-UP FOR TRAINING.
